Weare sure there is not an intelli- 
gent person resident in this city who will 
be able to restrain a feeling of bitter 
disappointment, we might sey well- 


founded indignation, after having ex- | * 


amined the Estimates Isid before the 
House on Tuesday, and published in 
the Srawparp yesterday. When it. is 
borne in mind with what ananimity the 
House, led by our senior: member, Mr. 
Attorney General McCreight, rejected 
the second reading of the Bill.to repeal 
the Trades License Act, so far as it re- 


lated to incorporated towns at present 
in exigtence, or hereafter to be establish- 
ed, the citizens of Victoria not uareason- 
ably expected that in framing the 
Estimates, the Government would take 
care that the District of Victoria City, 
ia eontion with every other district in 
the Provinee, should be awarded its fair 
share of the revenue set apart for pub- 
lic improvements. What, then, mast 
Lave been their surprise upon glancing 
over the items of proposed expenditure to 
learn that the Gorernment had com 
pletely overlooked Victoria, if we except 
an item of $7,000 for an imaginery 
Water Company,—a company that really 
has no existence, nor is likely to have, for 
this year at all events. Victoria has 
no less than four representatives in the 
Legislative Assembly, the chief of whom 
is a Cabinet Minister and leader of the 
Government, and may we not well ask 
what these gentlemen have been doing, 
or thinking about, to permit the interests 
of their constituents thus to be com- 
pletely age The objection to al- 
tering the Trades License Act so that 
the monies collected from tradres and 
persots carrying on business within the 
corporate limits of tho city of Victoria 
might be applied to manicipal purposes 
under the direction of the Mayor and 
‘Council, was that the Trades License 
fand formed a part of the general 
revenge of the Province, and that to 
make such @ concession in favor of Vic~ 
toria would. not be dealing fairly with 
Other sections of the country. It was 
very clearly explained by Mr. Beaven, 
who had of the Bill, that it was 
not at all the object or desire of the pro- 
moters of the measure to ask anything for 
Victoria that they were not willing to 
concede to other localities; but that Vic- 
toria beiog an incorporated city, and re- 
quiring fueds to carry on improvements 
Within the corporate limits, such as sup- 
plying water, making sewers, grading 
and may streets, laying down side- 
walks; etc., it was but fair that the gen- 
eral Government should relieve the 
ratepayers of that tax in order that it 
should be made a municipal rate and the 
‘thos raised be devoted specially 

to municipal improvements. It was also 
shown that while the citizens of Victoria 
had been by far the largest contributors 
to the general revenue, as being the 
most populous community in the Pro- 
vinee, they never bad received anything 
like @ just proportion of the revenue in 
retern, for the use and benefit of the 
city. In fact, with the exception of a 
small anoval gravt to the Fire Depart- 
ment for some three or four years, we are 
not aware that this city, sinee being 
incorporated, ever bad a dollar of the 
tens of thousands of dollars taken from 
the citizens for the support of the General 
Government returned to it for any par- 
pose whatever, and even the pittance to 
the Fire Department was discontinued 
some two or three ago, and the 
entire cost of that department made a 
upon the monicipsl revenue. 

While the general revenue has been 
lavisbed upon various public works in 
the upper country, this city has been 
systematically fleeced. Under the old 
system of irresponsibility and - official 
tyransy it was useless to complain of the 
unfair treatment to which the people of 
this city were subjected and their 
interests subordinated to the require- 
ments of the rest of the country ; bats 
better state of ~; le for 
under a Ci) overn- 
ment. . ietaiaty supposed that 
with four members in the Legislature to 
look after their interests, their infloence 
ia & House of only twenty-five members 
Would be sufficient to command attention 
and ensure justice to their constituents, 
as well in reference to the apportion- 
ment of ‘the public revenue as in all 
Other »respects, It looks very much 
as if they were doomed to be griev- 
ously inted. Seven thousand 
dollars to a Water Compan , just means 
not ddollar to Victoria. + being an 
incorporated city does not entitle the 
citizens to the remission of a tax by the 
genetal government in‘ view of the fact 
that they aro similarly taxed by the 
municipal government for municipal 
vo dived a it debar them 

ing, common with 

other localities, in the appropriations ‘set 
apart by the government for public im- 
provements, e sincerely trost our 
representatives will give the goveroment 
to that the people of this 
city are not to be completely ignored in 
this matter. As contributors to 


they shall make of the money. We 
have no desire to be captions, or ua- 
reasonably to find fault, bat we do think 
that the citizens of Victoria bave just 
cause to complain of neglect on the pert 
of the government in this matter, and 
avless a charge be effected when the 
Estimates are discussed, somebody will 
be called to account. therefor.

Mr. Hughes moved, seconded by Mr. Arm- 
strong—._ , 

That an humble address be presented to 
His Excelleacy the Lieutenant Governor, 
praying that steps may be taken to move t'1e 
Dominion Government to the immediate 
adoption of an indian policy for the Province 
and a@ proper adjustment of Indian Reserves. 

It was highly necessary to take steps for 
farthering the interests of the Indians : 
anything hitherto done for their improvement 
was done by the Churches and missionaries. 
He would impress upon hon members, that 
the tribes are now, ina meusure, cooperating 
to a certain extent against the whites, whereas 
hitherto they were at enmity amongst them- 
selves. Carried.

This 
numoer was, however, reduced to two upon 
the question of entering the ammendment la 
the journals of the House. It is reported 
that two French members left the Ministe- 
rial ranks for those of the Opposition. This 
is a significant intimation of the weakness of 
the Government.
